Gee, I sent a reply to the orignal poster on the bug thread but lost 
his name and call..... thought I was going out to the QRP-List! <sigh) 


Anyway, I finally got the "bug" about a year ago, found a mint, unused, 
literally in-the-original-box McElroy P-500 at a local hamfest for $20. 
It sat there for six months after a couple of aborted attempts to work a 
little 40CW. The learning curve was a little too steep for me. 


Then, I picked up a mint 1947 Vibroplex Original at a ham auction. It 
came with a little machined device which slipped on the end of the 
operating arm. It also accepted the standard Vibroplex weights. 


Simply attaching the device to the bug slowed the dots down by 30% 
Adding one weight or two weights can get the dot speed down to 6-8 wpm!! 


Slowing down the dots is the secret to learning how to use a bug, IMHO. 
In a couple of weeks of casual use (and some patient QSO partners) I was 
back up to 20+ wpm and having a ball sending CW. 


Another way to slow down dot production is to add metal washers on the 
operating arm, between the weights. They can then be removed 
incrementaly (sp) as proficiency improves. This really works OM's! 


Another secret is a properly adjusted bug. The best guide I have found 
is "Adjusting and Cleaning of Speed Keys" by W2PRO in the August 1972 
edition of CQ Magazine. 


After several months of co-existence I can now switch at will between a 
straight key, bug and a paddle. It really adds variety to operating and 
a modest but growing collection of bugs adds yet another dimension to 
this hobby.

Good morning all... 


Speaking of "bugs and fists". Some of the list members may not be 
familiar with the "side swiper" key once popular, as the story 
goes, with the Mississippi river boat radio operators. The code 
produced had a characteristic heavy syncopation ("Mississippi 
swing"), charitably described as "distinctive." Of course, these 
were the hay days of manual keys and "unique" keying styles. It was 
a time when you could recognize the operator by his fist well 
before you heard his call. 


But the best news of all... if you already have an electronic keyer 
paddle you have all you need to make a side swiper! Wire the 
paddle so that closing either side keys the transmitter, i.e., you 
have the equivalent of two straight keys mounted back to back (I 
used two J-38's). 


You produce code by the same rocking motion used on the electronic 
keyer or the bug. A string of dots results when you rapidly rock 
your hand right and left. Dots and dashes are produced on both 
sides of the key by adjusting the duration of hold time (not as 
hard as it sounds). If fact, you will be surprised how easy the 
key is to use (easier than a bug), but producing key board quality 
code is another matter altogether! 


If we all used side swipers, one would have NO TROUBLE picking CW 
QRP operators out from the high-powered masses - however, I'm >NOT< 
recommending that :). But, it's a neat toy, its free, and you can 
save the massive weight of your electronic keyer on your next QRP 
back packing trip!

My thanks to those that tried to work me as the fox. On Wednesday night, the 
noise level was S-9 on 40 again. When that happened on the previous Monday, 
unplugging a touch sensitive lamp solved it. This was a coincedence as it was 
not so Wednesday. I did call CQ several times at the beginning around 7110, 
but could not hear any signals with my QRP+ or FT-990 with DSP. I decided to 
not call CQ until the noise subsided as I was concerned that I would cause QRM 
and also frustrate some of you that tried to reply. The noise stopped at 9:20 
local time, but came back ten minutes later and stayed until midnight. 


This is my first experience with this type of noise, and I need some 
suggestions on finding and curing it. First, the source is not in my house. 
I went to battery power and turned off the main to the house and the noise 
remained. It is very broad. Starting in the AM broadcast band, the strength 
starts at S-7, peaks at S-9 +20 just below 80 meters, falls off to S-5 on 20 
meters and peaks again at S-9 on 17 before dropping to S-5 on 10 meters. 


Sometimes it sounds like power line noise and at others like ignition. It is 
not there all the time. It seems to appear just before sun down and comes and 
goes until it dissappears between 11PM and midnight. 


Please respond direst to me with any hints.

Hello all, 
This is a first-time post for me at this group... 


I was wondering if anyone had experience with the NorCal 40A, the KC-1 
keyer and trying to use the standard straight-key input on the NorCal 
4OA as the Handkey input on the KC-1? 


As most everyone has done, I'm sure, I added another stereo key jack to 
the back of the NorCal for the paddles and ran that into the KC-1's dot 
& dash inputs; no problem. At this point, I can also use the 
straight-key to key the rig, but the KC-1 doesn't '‘see' this; fine. 


What I would like to do is use the straight-key input as input to the 
KC-1 so I can not only transmit, but communicate to the KC-1 via the 
straight-key as well as the paddles. 


When I connect the HK input of the KC-1 to the tip of the straight-key 
input jack and turn on the rig, the KC-1 emits a constant sidetone as if 
it's keying the rig, but it's not transmitting. When in the KC-1's 
command mode, the sidetone stops for the duration of the command and 
then comes back on. 


Any ideas? Do I need to isolate the standard straight-key jack from the 
NorCal circuit?

Those of 
you without a sense of humor please press <DELETE> now. Thank you. -d] 


CW FER U: SO LID CPY AND OTHER RAG-CW-ING GAMES 


I lied last month, as it happens, in saying that I would tell you 
about Tom of Wisconsin and CW psychology, but I could not resist the 
following tangent. 


For those of us into linguistic gymnastics, here are some games that 
are natural in CW but not so in other modes. Ok, maybe you can adapt 
them to realtime packet, but I consider that equivalent to 
computer-assisted CW, HI! These are original so not well-known, and, 
to be honest, I've not played some of them (to my knowledge). Proceed 
at the risk of your own reputation. 


FASTBACK. To play, find someone on a bug or straight key and answer 
each of his or her transmissions with a single statement or question 
that requires a lengthy response, such as "BK TELL ME ABOUT UR LIFE DE 
<callsign> BK". You win if the QSO lasts over an hour. (If you find 
an old timer who sends a bit faster than you can comfortably copy, 
it's great code practice.) 


SO LID CPY. To play, answer each transmission with something totally 
unrelated to what has transpired. You win if the QSO has more 
exchanges than the last time you played, or 4 if you've never played. 


(You may not want to play this game very often.) 


SQZ. To play, squeeze as much intelligence (in the communication 
sense, not the... never mind) into as few words using as many 
abbreviations as possible. This is particularly enjoyable when your 
partner doesn't know you're playing the game. Fl fre to mk nw abbrs, 
jst drp sum vwls. (Sometimes this game degenerates into So Lid Cpy, 
in which case you can kill two Thruline(R) wattmeters with one tone.) 


SCREAM. To play with a straight key, establish a QSO and then shorten 
dahs, lengthen dits, and use such inappropriate spacing that it sounds 
suspiciously like a long string of "E"s. If you're using a keyer, 
seriously misadjust its weighting. You win if your partner answers 
you with a transmission not containing "QRN", "QRM", "73", or "SK". 
(You may not want to play this very often, either.) 


HYDRA. To play, maintain several conversation threads at once: one op 
sends comments on 3 or 4 topics, and the other replies with comments 
on each. It's easy to get this started in a QSO: send several brief 
but unrelated statements in a single transmission and comment on the 
same topics in the next. Your partner will usually start playing 
unwittingly. You win if the last QSO exchange before good-byes 
concerns all of the initial topics. Each subsequent time you play, 
add 1 to the number of simultaneous topics. 


SUCKER. To play, find someone using a computer to copy your CW. You 
may infer this when they have the perfect fist, use no abbreviations, 
and answer your fill requests with the previous transmission in its 
entirety. Wildly vary your code speed and weighting, and occasionally 
run several letters together. You always win this game just by 
playing it. (Play this one a lot, OK?) 


In somewhat of a more serious vein, "Sqz" and "Hydra" are pretty good 
exercises and can net some interesting QSOs. 


"Hydra" forces you to be brief while covering a lot of territory. 
(Keep it at 3-4 topics if you're trying to have a real QSO.) In 
written English, interleaved threads are considered poor style; in CW, 
it's efficiency. If you're not so quick on the draw, you can skip a 
thread and pick up on it in a future transmission. Conversations can 
be more relaxing in CW than in its more linear cousins for this 
reason. 


For some of us, "Sqz" isn't so easy in realtime. Once you're 
comfortable with the mechanics of CW and get the hang of common word 
abbreviations, CW becomes somewhat of an English dialect, and it 
becomes as natural as speaking. Unless you're familiar with your 
partner's dialectic (linguistic, not electrical) tendencies, however, 


it's easy to cross wires. (Maybe I get confused easily.) U CN DO 
LOTS W/O QRQ - THO RUFF HEAD CPY HI. 


Tom and I play Hydra and Scream, though usually without trying, and we 
don't keep count. Scream usually happens after the first hour of 
Hydra or after Tom's quaffed enough Nectars of the Gods. Next month, 
I'll ask the question, "Are OMs slobs, and do we drive YLs away?", 
then maybe Tom and psychology. Stay tuned...

Monte, you need four varactor diodes and a bit more complicated circuit in 
the Sierra because the Sierra actually has two crystal filters. The fourth 
varactor is used in this second filter. If you don't tune this filter at 
the same time as you tune the others, the filter sections won't track as 
well--one will shift but not the other. 


Also, if you don't widen the second filter when you widen the first, you 
won't be able to open it up all the way to copy SSB signals. It seems hard 
to believe, but that second filter has a big effect on the sound of the 
receiver, even though it has only a single crystal. The varactor for this 
section is placed in series with C14, and that C14 is changed to 270pF. 


By the way, in case you were curious, the MVAM108's capacitance range is 
about 30 to 700pF. Multiple MVAM108's track fairly well. At a 2.5V bias, 
they look like about 270pF +/- 15pF, which is adequate matching for the 
tunable filter mod.

I built one and it works OK on BIG power-line noises, but it needs 
refinement that will have to wait until next year.

Well, I have to comment too. First of all, if a keyboard is what you need to 
send good code then I say go for it! I do think they have merit (I don't 
have one however), but if you rely on it too much you probably won't be much 
fun on field day! I used a hand key for years and then a bug. For the last 
25 or 30 years I have used a keyer. I don't have any problem whatsoever with 
someone using a bug (or hand key either) as long as they are reasonably 
proficient with it. Straight Key Nights are kinda fun once in a while, but 
anymore I have this "brain cramp" about switching back and forth between a 
bug and a keyer. So my bugs are pretty much "display" items now. 


Some people develop absolute identities with their keying device, but that's 
not necessarily a bad thing. The real problems usually start when somebody 
sets their bug or keyer to 30 wpm to send code at 15 wpm, or more 
importantly, when they think all dits and dahs should be sent in a continuous 
string! Trying to copy code sent without decent spacing is just too much 
work! That's when I reach over and flip the switch. Way back when I taught 


code for a time at the Ft. Knox radio school (anybody out there an "051" or 
"Q53"), and I think I helped more people by emphasizing spacing of characters 
and words than I did with other technique items. 


Soooo, a keyboard has merit INCLUDING it sends 20 wpm code at 20 wpm, and 
Spacing is what it should be. Personally, I want to keep working on trying 
to make my keyer sound like a keyboard. I'd like to tell you I was trying to 
make my hand key sound like a keyboard, but I decided long ago hand keys were 
too much work.

When I was a budding novice (almost 20 years ago), I wanted to 
upgrade to a nice keyer from my straight key. Cost was 
prohibitive (I was thirteen) so I came up with the following: 


I took two cheap straight keys that Radio Shack sold at the time, 


and secured them bottom to bottom; turned the assembly on it's 
side, and secured it into a metal project box. I replaced the 
plastic grips with metal plates, and attached a small 555-based 
square-wave generator circuit to the 'dit' side. Closing the 
'dit' side powered the unit and the key closure was made through 
a reed relay... the result: an electric bug. It worked well up 
to 15 or 20 words a minute.

It has been quite a while ago, but I succesfully made several dozen contacts 
through RS-12/13 using a Heath HW-7 and center-fed Zepp antenna for transmit 
on 21 MHz. and receive with a Kenwood TS-520 and attic dipole on 29 MHz.

Jess, I have both the Autek RF-1 and an MFJ-259. They can be fooled. I 
recently set up a GAP vertical (Titan DX). I got erratic results. 
Finally, I connected to a rig via an SWR bridge, put it on the air and 
got in spec SWR in all cases. Later, I found that I was picking up a 
local broadcast station (100mv of RF at 1.070 mHz). Some grounding 
restored mormalcy (and significantly reduced the receive noise level). 


BTW -- I like the Autek RF-1 for size and L/C readings, But setting up 
an 8-band antenna is sure a lot quicker with the MFJ-259!!
